Advocate, to give aslight sketch of his discourse. 
I took no notes as I heard it—it would have been 
sacrilege to touch pencil and paper, had I been 
furnished with them, nor have [ since made any 
memoranda respecting it, but memory still serves 
me on some points. 

The text was, I pray thee have me excused.— 
“Excused from what?” said the preacher—“Ex- 
cused from coming to the Saviour! from having 
JesusChrist for your friend? from entering tnto 
eternal glory, and dwelling forever in the pres- 
ence of God and the Lamb? Excuse you that 
you may serve the enemy of all good, and go to 
everlasting burnings? Oh! no, no! I cannot ex- 
cuse you—the devil may excuse you, as gladly he 
would, but I cannot.” ‘This solemn and impassion- 
ed introduction, gained the ear and impressed the 
hearts of all present. The preacher proceeded to 
speak of the fact that all men are ready to make 
excuses for not obeying the gospel, and that these 
excuses are many and various. He said he would 
name three which universally prevailed—The 
doubts and cavils of skeptics—The inconsisten- 
cies of professing Christians—and delusive hopes

In speaking upon the first, he said it might be | 
judged that he had entered upon a field quite too 
extensive. “What, attempt in a single discourse | 
to answer all the objections of infidels against re- | 
velation, and bring forward all thearguments and | 
proofs in its favor?’ But he had no such design, 
nor was it necessary todo this. ‘The professed 
disbelief of skeptics, he was convinced, arises in 
part from ignorance of the evidence of revelation, 
but its main foundation is the love of sin. Man 
loves himself supremely, and secks sensual grat- 
fication, and chooses to be governed by his own 
will, and he will not submit to the law of God. 
But he is ashamed to confess himself such a slave 


self command enough to forsake sin—it is more | 
independent, more manly to be a freethinker, and | 
such he proclaims himself. This the true 
source of skepticism. Itis a fact, also, that pro- 
fessed unbelievers are ignorant of the evidence in 
favor of revelation. ‘This is true of all classes.— 
Our greatest men, rulers, senators or judges, who- 
ever they are, however wise and learned in other 
things, if they profess disbelief inthe word of God, 
are ignorant of the claims by which it is support- 
ed. Even Hume acknowledged to a clergyman 
of the church of England, that he had never ex- 
amined the evidences in proof of revelation. 

The death-bed of an infidel, Mr. F. said, is a 
sufficient proof that his scepticism has been the

Not long after this, Mr. F. | 
had returned to his home one Sunday night, fa-| 
fizued with excessive labors, and had retired to) 
bed. ‘The night was one of bitter storm. But 
he was summoned to encounter its severity, and 
zo to the residence of Mr. who was in a dy- 
ing state. [le immediately complied, and found 
him so near death, that no time was to be lost in 
conversing with him. Fearing that he could do 
little for the dying man, he yet desired at least to 
tiraw from him something that might benefit the 
living, and he inquired what had been his real 
views and feelings in regard to Christianity— 
whether he had indeed been as unbelieving and 
indifferent as he had professed to be. Mr. F. saw 
by the workings of the dying man’s countenance, 
that his mind labored intensely, and wishing to | 
bring him to some definite point, he asked, “Have

you ever had sufficient belicf in the Bible, and felt 
so much fear of God, as to lead you to pray to | 
shim?” = =«“Sir,” replied he, “do you see thal! wo- |

The second excuse, the inconsistenciesof Christ.

In proof of this, | 
he referred toa distinguished statesman of his own | 
State, of whose talents and virtuesas a citizen, too | 
much could not be said—yet whoin conversation 
with himself, acknowledged the truth of all that | 
was urged upon the subject of rcligion, “but,” said | 
he, “I cannot get along with the faults of the pro- | 
fessors.” Within six months, he was carried to 
his grave. Another anecdote was related of a'| 
poor negro, presenting the same feature. 

While this topic, if | rightly recollect, was’ un- 
der consideration, a passage occurred in the dis- | 
course, which had well nigh thrown the assembly | 
intocommotion. It will be recollected that we | 
were in a Methodist chapel, in a Methodist con- 
gregation, and that the habits of that people ren- 
der them excitable, and make them willing sub- 
jects.of impulse.

From the foregoing table and statements it will 
be seen that the whole number of agents and mis- 


'sionaries who received their commissions directly 


from the Executive Committee the past year, is 
82. ‘These have labored in 20 of the United 
States and territories,in Canada and Texas. They 


have occupied not less than 300 stations; preach. | 


ed at least 10,922 sermons; and in the per- 
formance of these duties have travelled 73,451 
miles, 
The aggregate of ministerial labor performed 
by them is that of one man for 45 years. 
Besides the above, the reports of the missiona- 
rics show a great amount of other labor perform-

The reports of missionaries show, that during 


_the year 4665 persons, attendants upon their min- 


istry, have been hopefully converted ; 1134 have 
been baptized on a profession of faith ; by the mis- 
sionaries of the society, and 2693 by those of our 
auxiliaries—total 3827. 59 churches have been 
constituted ; 27 ministers have been ordained ; 
7053 pupils have been instructed in Sunday Schools 
and Bible Classes; several thousand pages of tracts 
and many copies of the scriptures have been dis- 
tributed ; and 902 subscribers to the temperance 
pledge have been obtained. 

Connected with these results’ it appears that 12 
houses of worship have been erected, and three 
others have been commenced, some of them in 
places of great importance. Several churches 
have been much strengthened, and confidently 
anticipate sufficient ability soon to sustain the 
cause without our aid ; while three of those which 
we have heretofore aided, already enjoy that bless- 
ing. 

In reviewing these results, the committee feel 
that there is reason for gratitude to the God of all 
grace who has evidently granted them. In re.
